He served with the Imperial army 
in France during the Great War, 
and his soldierly qualities won for 
him the Military Cross for service 
in the field. He was also mentioned 
in dispatches, and when his services 
came to an end he was second in 
command of his battalion, 

Since coming to Victoria he has 
had teaching experience of five and 
a half years as senior housemaster 
and two and a half years as head- 
master. He is an ardent advocate 
of all-round development in the 
boy, and believes in stimulating in 
the school extra-curricular activi- 
ties such as debating societies, radio 
classes, Rugby, cricket, and all that 
brings out the creative and athletic 
energies as well as scholarship 
abilities,

In 
this period the academic facilities have almost totally been 
updated and expanded. Perhaps, most significant of all, the 
school in 1971 made the transition from family to public 
ownership, and as a registered non-profit society has received 
wide support in funding our building and scholarship development. 


What has remained unchanged over the years is human nature, 

and in spite of all the advances and possibilities we now see 
through video recorders and silicon chip technology, the 
corner-stone of education is still the development of character. 
As Glenlyon commences its second half-century this September, 
may it never forget the ageless values of honour, compassion 
and service, and true to its motto, have the courage to seek 
and pursue the truth. If excellence be the goal in all areas, 
then the future is assured. 


I believe that Glenlyon's contribution to the educational 
mosaic of our province has been most worthwhile and it will 
give me deep satisfaction to see this continue and grow in 
the years ahead.

As the school year 1981/82 began, 
excitement was high around Glenlyon.

OPEN HOUSE CANADA 


Having had the good fortune recently 
of participating in the Open House Canada 
exchange for students, I have nothing 
but praise for the federal government's 
programme. The amount of experience and 
knowledge gained during those two weeks 
by each individual involved far surpassed 
the educational value of even double the 
time spent in the classroom. 


The main advantage to taking a trip 
such as we did, over spending the same 
amount of time in a classroom situation, 
is the tremendous opportunity given the 
student to learn not only about a dif- 
ferent city and province, but about its 
inhabitants as well. A week hosting and 
another visiting our counterparts intro- 
duced us to a completely different life 
style, one of which we would have stayed 
ignorant had we not participated in the 
exchange. 


In our particular case, we hosted 
thirty-two students and two adults from 
Quebec City for seven days in the middle 
of April, and three weeks later we flew 
to their beautiful city for a fantastic 
eight days. When the Quebecois were here, 
we lived by a schedule chock-full of 
interesting and informative activities 
that were educationally beneficial to 
both the guests and hosts.
